The nerves of the Destiny Party members had been frayed both 
by their leader's defeat and by his consequent commitment to Bellewese 
On the morning of September 18, accusations began to fly among MoWilliams' 
followers; even the most trusted members of the strongarm squad, initie 
ates ofthe exclusive Knights of the Dagger (see The Hour for Septem 
ber 17), started denouncing one another as spies. After words, fists 
flew. ‘The first casualty was Joseph Leveque, violent anti-Semitic street- 
orator, who himself received a court sentence a few months ago on charges 
of disordérly conduct. One of McWilliams’ most capable bodyguards, known 
as “Efnie," went for Levequee Levegue was soon stretched out on the 
floor, with a broken nosee 


In no time the Destiny Party offices were something of a shame 
bles. The following members of the Party walked out in disgust, saying 
they were not coming back: James Stewart, key lieutenant to McWilliams; 
Jim Aiken (alias Nelson), chief bodyguard of McWilliams and petty racke 
eteer; James Downey, the Naziphile who on August 30 was fined fifty dol- 
lars and received a fifteen-day sentence (later suspended) for having 
shouted anti-Semitic insults at a public meeting. 


The losses suffered by Joseph MoWilliams in the last few weeks 
are considerably greater than the departure of the few individuals mene 
tioned above. Backers whom he had interested in his fascist movement 
are rapidly deserting his cause. A few, like Henry George Curtiss, ree 
main with him -- but only in name (see page 4 of this issue), The lit- 
tle empire of the Jew-baiting egocentric appears to be crumbling. 
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UKRAINIAN FASCISTS TROUBLED 


At a confidential meeting of the board of the Ukrainian National- 
ist Association held this last week at 83 Grand Street, Jersey City, the 
conversation centered around the disclosures made by The Hour conoerning 
the activities of various fascistic Ukrainian-American groups and individ- 
uals (see The Hour for July 27, August 19, and September 14).

Ue. Se FASCIST URGES MEXICAN GRAB 


"SEIZE MEXICO NOW3" is the title of the front-page article in the 
latest issue of the American Bulletin, weekly newsletter edited and published 
by the highbrowefasolst Henry George Curtiss. Curtiss, in making this proe 
posal, follows closely in the footsteps of Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh, 
Father Charles E. Coughlin, Senator Robert Reynolds, and William Dudley 
Pelley. 


In October 1939, the Lone Eagle of American aviation, who in this 
venture was definitely not alone, urged U. S. “expansion” toward the southe 
"This Western Hemisphere is our domain,” he said and elaborated on ways in 
which’its complete acquisition could be assured. Eerly in 1940 Senator Rey- 
nolds, whose baiting of aliens is neatly combined with plans for stealing 
their land, demanded that Mexico be forced to cede to the United States the 
Mexican peninsula of Lower California (see The Hour for April 27). Coughlin 
endorsed the Reynolds plan. Pelley put the matter more bluntly when he said 
that the seizure of Mexico "is a good idea to play with ee. Business is 
Business $" 


Henry Curtiss is no’less frank than Pelley. In the American Bule- 
letin issue referred to above, he observes: 


"Mexico is a land of 763,944 square miles. It has a population of 
19% millions, It is an area rich in oil, silver, coal, copper, 
lead and other mineral deposits. It has great timberlands. The 
thiok soil that covers its millions of acres of farmland is as fer~ 
tile as dny in the worlde eee If the ripe apple mst fall to 
some one, why shouldn't it fall to the United States? Posses- 
sion of Mexico would add a greatly needed link to the iron chain 
of American continental defense." 
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Mexico As Another Spain 


Curtiss feels that in Mexico the United States should play the 
same role that Germany and Italy played in Spain; that is, while giving help 
to an armed insurrection, this country can take over control of its southern 
neighbore AS Curtiss points out, a General Franco already exists in Mexico, 
ready to lead the insurrection; his name, General Juan Andreu Almazan, | 


Concerning Almazan's overwhelming defeat in the recent elections, 
Curtiss femarks, “Although it was generally conceded that Almazan won the 
‘election, the government announced that Camacho had been elected before even 
counting the votes." This, of course, is the same propaganda tale that is 
being spread by the various Almazan agents active in this country, as well 
as by those Ue S- oil interests that are backing the fascist generals 


Curtiss Alias Gaede 


Henry Curtiss, one of whose hobbies’has been suppofting the Chrise 
tian Mobilizer chieftain Joseph E. McWilliams, is a neurotic, well-to-do and 
highly egotistical fascist of the Seward Collins school. His real namé is 
Henry Gaede. A graduate of Antioch College (see The Hour for April 6), he’ 
likes to aseociate with the "intellectuals" of the native fascist movement, 
such as Lawrence Dennis. His contacts, however, are not limited to American 
fascistse He has worked with Nazi agents alsoe Before he began publishing 
his American Bulletin, he was one of the key figures in the pro-Hitler Amere- 
joan Nationalist Party.

Although he still gives 
McWilliams considerable publicity in the American Bulletin, he has decided 
that this petty fuehrer has not the makings of an American Hitler, To his 
friends Curtiss today confides, "Mac's too damn.eocentric. He's got no polig 
tical sense.
